Scout leader faces

An Upper Merlon Boy Scout counselor will face a 
preliminary bearing Friday in District Court on 
charges he sexually molested four Scouts between the 
aces of 12 and 14 In Upper Merion and Lower Merion 
Townships, 

A computer cassette tape containing detailed in- 
formation of the sexual activity between Peter J. 
DuFour, 23, of 221 Gypsy Lane, Gulph Mills, and the 
four teenagers led' to his arrest by state police Aug. 29 
at McDonald's restaurant in King of Prussia, where he 
was working, a state police spokesman said. The tape 
was discovered by Valley Forge National Historic 
Park rangers, the spokesman said 
-DuFour, * former dispatcher at the Valley Forge 
ranger station was charged with multiple counts of in- 
voluntary deviate sexual intercourse, statutory rape, 
indecent assault, corruption of minors sad endanger- 
ing the welfare of a child hi separate incidents this M ay 
and last summer. 

State police from the Limerick barracks said the 
tape was discovered July IS by a ranger dispatcher, 
who placed it into a computer at the ranger station. 
The tape contained an account written by DuFour <rf 
the alleged sexual acts he committed with a Scout from 
Upper Merion and two Scouts from Lower Merion, 
police said. *
